A REFUSAL FURTHER 


Wasuinc ron, February 23.—[Special.]—The 
yeans committee determined today, 
by astrict party vote, that it would hear noth- 
ing from delegations representing Various in- 
tercsts afected by the Morrison bill after the 
twelfth of March. The democrats on the 
committce all veted in favor of shutting out 
further evidence, While the republicans ad vo- 
cated a full discussion before the committee. 
The democrats, perhaps without intending it, 
adopted the course which will prove most ex- 
pecitious to the public business. If the Mor- 
risen bill had any chance of becoming a law, 
it would be rank. injustice to exclude any of 
the interests to be affected by it from a full 
and fair hearing before the committee, but it 
is nl:eady a recognized fact among all candid 
observers in Washington tbat neither 
this nor any other tariff bill 
is going to pass at this session, 
and the exclusion of appeals to the ways and 
means committee is a judicious economy of 
time.

THE WEATHER MEN, 

Judge J. T. Henderson, coyrmnissioner of 
agriculture of Georgia, and Colonel RK. J. Red- 
Ging, of the state agricultural department,who 
holds the position of state meteorologist, ar- 
rived here today. They came to attend the 
convention called by General Hazen, the job- 
ject of which is to adopt some uniform system 
of weather observations in the states, which 
shall be auxiliary tothe national signal ser- 
vice. Professor Mell, who is at the head ofthe 
Alabama meteorological bureau, is also here. 
The weather prophets will meet tomorrow, 
avd may be in session for several days. 

Among the postoftice iuspectors appointed 
today were, J. H. Griftin, of Rockdale county- 
avd W.C. Boykin, of Walker county. Both 
stoed the civil service examination, and were 
successful when over five hundred men were 
called and only twenty were chosen. 

GEORGIA IN CONGRESs. 

Colonel Hammond’s bill to prevent the con- 
struction of the land tax of 1562 as an offset to 
the claims of the states against the general 
government, was called up today in its regular 
order on the calendar. Because Mr. Turner, who 
is to advocate the bill, in a reply to Mr. Ran- 
ney, of Massachusetts, who has alréady 
begun a speech against it, was 
too unwell to be in the house today, Mr. Ham- 
mond asked and obtained unanimous consent 
that the bill be passed without losing its place 
on the calendar. If Mr. Turner is well to- 
morrow it will probably be taken up. He has 
been indisposed for several days, but is not se- 
riously sick. Both Hammond and Turner 
will make speeches for this billin the house. 

Eugene Speer was sworn in as chief of the 
loan division first comptroller’s oftice, treasury 
department today. 

The commission on public buildings and 
grounds will tomorrow hear Messrs, Dart, 
Duun and Day, who come as a special commis- 
sion to present the claims of Bruaswick for a 
public building.

Its title is ‘‘a 
bill to promote the political progress and com- 
mercial prosperity of the American nations.’ 

Mr. Morgan offered a preamble and resolu- 
tions, which, at his request, were ordered 
printed and laid on the table for the presen t. 

The following isthe text of the ‘preamble 
and resolutions: 

Whereas a majority ofthe committee on judicia- 
ry have originated a report to the senate, and rec- 
ommended the adoption of the following resolu- 
tions: 

Resolved, thatthe senate hereby expresses its 
concemnation of the refusal of the attorney gener- 
al, under whatever intiuence, to send tothe senate 
copics of papers called for by its resolution of the 
25th of January, and set forth in the report of the 
committee on judiciary as in violation of his offi- 
cial duty and subversive of the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the government and of the good adminis- 
tration thereof, and _ 

Whereas, the senate, if said resolution is adopted 
as being true upon the facts and as a matter of Jaw, 
will thereby announce the prejudgment of the ma- 
jority ofthis boGy without any trial according to 
law-—that the attorncy general of the United States 


©. is guilty of and condemned for wilfully committing 


an offeuse in the conduct of his office, which is in 
violation of his official duty, and is subversive of 
the fundamental principles of the government of 
the United States; and 

Whereas, The attorney general, if he has in fact 
wilfully committed any offense that is in violation 
Df his official duty, and is subversive of the funda. 
mental principles of the government of the United 
States.is only amenable to the condemnation of the 
senate when the senate is sitting with the chief 
justice of the United States as a court of impeach- 
ment, to hear and decide upon articles of impeach 
— presented by the Louse of representatives: 

Whereas, It is alleged that the senate has no 
rightful authority to cause the attorney-zeneral of 
the United States to be arrested, tried and pin-

Whereas, the senate would be exposed to just 
censure if they in the manner recommended by the 
commiltee on judiciary, proceed to announce their 
Judgment of condemnation against the attorney 
genera! of the United States on an accusation th tt 
Inciudes an oflense which is punishable by im 
peachment; and the senate could also be exposed

fame at the bar ot the senate.

Mr. Hoar called up the bill appropriating 
£250,000 for the erection of a monument in 
Washington City to the memory of Ceneral 
Grant, and it was passed. 

THE EDUCATIONAL BILL. 

The educational bill was placed before the 
senate, and Mr. Gray, of Delaware, took the 
flocr in oppesition tu the bill. He did not be- 
lieve it tobe within the power of cougress 
tqjenact sucha law without first amending 
tre constitution. 

Mr. Plumb also opposed the bill. He regarded 
itas an anomaly in legislation, appropriating 
money not only for one year but for eighty 
years. He had nodoubt that at the end of the 
eighty years, if the pabulum now provided 
were not continued, conventions would meet 
and delegations would be sent to Washington 
to urge congress to keep on appropriating more 
money. We must therefore understand that 
in passing this bill we were arranging for ex- 
penditures for generations yet tocome. Large 
appropriations had come to have somethiug 
attractive in them; and an appropriation of 
seventy-seven million dollars was seventy- 
seven times more attractive than an appropria- 
tion of one million dollars. 

Mr. Plumb quoted figures showing 
much larger proportion of the money would 
go tothe states of the south, and a mach 
larger part of it be supplied by the states of 
the north and west. The wholetheory of the 
bill was false—that theory being that the 
southern states were not able to give common 
school education to ther illiterates. He held 
that each state was amply able to educate its 
own, and said if this bill be constitutional, 
then there were no longer independent states 
as they exist in imagination. 

Mr. Call spoke in favor of the bill. It was 
idle, he said, to deny that the war had destroy- 
cd the relations between industry and property 
in the south. The south bad been left with 
disordered industries,and with landed property 
baving no convertible value in money. No 
pecple had ever striven harder than the people 
of the south to fuster education, or had given 
money to cducation with a more lideral hand. 
Mir. Call was utterly unabie~ to 
see the force of the nice distinction 
attempted to be drawn by the opponents of this 
bill between money in the treasury, resulting 
from taxation, and money resulting from the 
sales of public lands. Mr. Call recognized the 
constitutional power of the general govern- 
ment to aid the states with their own consent, 
and the constitutional power of the states to 
aid the general government. Such aid has 
been recognized as constitutional from the 
foundation of the government. The south 
was not without self reliance, Mr. Call said. 
Its people had already taxed themselves to the 
utmost, but their land was not, a3; was the 
case in the north, a readily convertible asset. 

Mr. Morgan denied the statement made in 
debate to the effect that the legislature of Ala- 
bema had instructed its senators to vote for 
this bill. No memorial, he said, had been seat 
frcm the legislature to congress asking that 
body to pass a measure in aid of education. 
After ap executive session the senate adjourne 1" 

IN EXECUTIVE SESSION, 

in the executive session of the senate today, 
Mr. Edmunds reported a resolution from the 
judiciary committee, which was adopted, au- 
thorizing the committee to send for persons 
and papers in their investigation of the 
charges against Jno. Goode, Jr., whose nomi- 
nation to be solicitor-general 1s pending before 
the committee. The most serious of the 
charges are said to relate to the alleged elec- 
tion frauds, when Goode was elected to con- 
gress from the Norfolk district, and persons 
and papers to be sent for will come chiefly 
from Virginia. 

The finance committee reported adversely 
upon the nomination of McGraw to be col- 
sector of internal revenues for West Virginia. 
‘There were said to be charges in the treasury 
department against McCormick, McGraw’s 
predecessor, made by a discharged employe. 
The charges are not among the papers sent by 
Secretary Manning to the senate, and were 
thus assumed by the majority of the finance 
‘cmamittee to have been withdrawn. Hence,

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DISPOSING OF THE SURPLUS. 


A scheme for Emptying the Public Treasury 
and Paying the Public Debt. 

WASHINGTON, February 23.—In the house, 
on motion of Mr. Forney of Alabama, a resolu- 
tien was adopted granting leave to the appro- 
priations committee to sit during the session 
of the house. 

Mr. Morrison, of Illinois, from the committee 
cn ways and means, reported a joint resolution 
directing the payment of the surplus in the 
treasury on the public debt. Committee of the 
whole. 

Mr. Hewitt, of New York, obtained leave to 
file the views of the minority. 

Resolved, ete., That whenever the surplus or 
balance in the treasury. including the amouni 
held for redemption of U. 8S. notes, shall exceed 
the sum of one hundred million of dollars, it shall 
be and is hereby madethe duty of the secretary 
ofthe treasury to apply such excess in sums not 
less than ten millions per month during the exist- 
cnee of any such surplus or excess, to the payment 
of the interest-bearing indebtedness of the United 
“tates, payable at the option ofthe government, 

The report which accompanies the joint res- 
olution says: 

On the 20th of January, 1886, as 
Cfiicial ‘‘statement of the assets and liabilities of 
the treasury of the United States,” there was in 
the treasury and the United States depositories, in- 
cluding the amount hald for redemption of United 
“tates notes, and not including the minor and frac 
tional silver coin classed as assets not available. 
the sum of $179,659,862, iu excess of all other liabili- 
ties than the redemption of said due notes. _ It is 
believed that this sum is largely in excess ot the 
sum required for the purpose for which it is held 
and that aconsiderable part thereof should be ap- 
plied to the payment of the interest-bearing debt 
of the United States now payable: to the end that 
the public burdens and not unnecessarily held to 
lure agents and representatives of people on to im- 
provident and wasteful expenditure. 

The bouse proceeded to the consideration of 
the business on the house calendar, the first 
bill being that authonmzing the several execu- 
tive departments to exhibit articles at the New 
Orleans exposition, and the pending motion 
being one to lay the billonthetable. The 
motion to table was carried, 135'to 112. 

The next bill on the calendar was that for- 
feiting the unearned land grant of the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific railroad compamy. 

On motion of Mr. Holman, of Indiana, an 
amendment was adopted providing that the 
forfeited Jand shall be subject to settlement 
under the homestead law only. The bill was 
then pa:sed without division or objection. 

On motion of Mr. Morrison, it was ordered 
that Saturday of each week be devoted to gen- 
eral debate in committee of the whole on the 
state of the union, and then, on motion of Mr. 
Morrison, the house, at 3:20 adjourued.

WASHINGTON TALK. 


MEN AND MEASURES AT THE 
CAPITAL. 


Allan G. Thurman’s Ovation—His Serene Old Age— 
A Story of General Hancock—No Chance for 
Interstate Commerce Legislation or Pos- 
tal Telegraph—Morrison’s Bill. 


WASHINGTON, February 23.—[Special.]—It 
was pleasant to see Allan G. Thurman on the 
floor of the senate of the United States once 
more, though he was there only as a spectator. 
The old gentleman walked in the other morn- 
ing and had quietly taken a seat om a sofa be- 
side Senator Beck before he was genevadly ob- 
served. Inafew minutes, however, he had 
quite an ovation. A group of senators of both 
parties stood around him during the half hour 
of hisstay. He wasin fine spirits and evi- 
dently enjoyed meeting his old associates, some 
of whom he had not seen sffice he left the 
senate five years ago. He is about seventy 
now, but holds his own remarkably well. The 
last five vears have passed lightly over him. 

While he’ was one of the most industrious 
senators he was alwdys one ofthe most social; 
and none of his colleagues was more warmly 
regaided. His favorite companions were Sen- 
ators Eaton and Conkling. 

Mr. Thurman is not a rich man, but he is in 
casy circumstances. He is coming to a green 
old age, splendidly preserved in ail respects, 
honored and loved more and more as life’s sun 
sinks slowly towards its setting. 

A STORY OF GENERAL HANCOCK. 

An army officer told me an anecdote of Gen- 
era] Hancock, illustrative ofhis love of dignity 
and discipline. 

Hewasin command of the train which 
brought General Grant’s remains from Mount 
Gilead to New York. General Hancock and 
his staff were in the coach next to the last. In 
the rear car was a party of Pennsylvania mili- 
tia oflicere, Wio were popping an occasional 
bottle of champagne and smoking 
quite sociably. General Hancock saw from 
his car what was going on inthe rear. It did 
not comport with his ideas of the proprieties 
of so solemn an occasion, and calling the con- 
ductor, he said: 

“Will you please present my compliments to 
the gentlemen in that car, with the request 
that they cease smoking?” 

In a few moments the conductor returned 
with the announcement that the convivial 
officers returned their compliments with a 
peremptory dec ination to relinquish their 
cigars. 

“Where is the next switch?” asked Hancock. 

“About five wiles below,” answered the con- 
ductor. 

“When you reach it, if the smoking in that 
car has net ceased, switch it ona side track 
and leave it. You may tell the gentlemen 
what I have said.” 

In two minutes there was not a cigar to be 
seen in the appending coach. Its occupants 
kuew that Hancock meant just what he said. 

INTER-STATE COMMERCE. 

Those congressmen who believe in the tle- 
ory of national regulation of interstate com- 
merce are not happy. Judge Reagan, the 
chief apostle of this doctrine, began his evan- 
gel early in the session. After ten yeirs of 
persistent effort he induced the house tu pass 
his bill, but the senate, by a clever dodge, 
passed the Cullom substitute, which Judge 
Reagan declared worse than no bill at all, in 
that it provided fora railroad commission, 
whichthe Texan thinks would inevitably 
drift under the domination of corporate pow- 
er. The cutiook forthe Reagan bill in the 
house is not so flattering as it was two yeur: 
ago, though it may pass. Ifit does, the scn- 
ate will meet it and defeat it 
by precisely its former tactics, nam:¢ly, by 
substituting for ita bill which the house is 
sure toreject. Along with the impending de. 
feat of the interstate commerce idea comes the 
overpowering opposition to tho p@tal tele- 
graph system. These two big schemes may 
agitate congress for ten years to come, as they 
have agitated it for ten years past, without the 
slightest practical result. Both present fine 
iuspiration to congressional eloquence and 
give occasion for admirable speeches fur home 
consumption. 

IT HAS FALLEN FLAT. 

Mr. Morrison’s latest tariff bill has ftiled to 
produce anything like a sensation. Tae hori- 
zontal bill started on its briefand stormy ca- 
reer with far brighter prospects. It was all 
the talk in Washington from the day of its 
birth to the hour when its head was mercilessly 
chopped off by the adoption of Converse’s mo- 
tion to “strike out the enacting clause.”’ No- 
body has said much about the present bill. It 
fails to elicit many expressions from extreme 
tariff reformers or from obstinate conserva- 
tists. Ina word, it has fallen flat. What 
Speaker Carlisle, Mr. Morrison, Mr. Mills and 
other low tariff championsmay do to infuse 
some sort of friskiness into its lethargic exist 
ence, I cannot imagine. F. H. Bh. 
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THE TREASURY BALANCE. 


Mr. Hewitt, of New York, for the Minority, 
Makes a Report. 

WASHINGTON, February 23.—Mr. Hewitt, 
representing the minority of the committee on 
ways and means, today submitted to the‘house 
a long report onthe joint resolution, reported 
by Mr. Morrison from that committee, di- 
recting the payment of the surplus in 
the treasury exceeding one hundred mil- 
lion in liquidation of the public debt. ‘The 
effect of the resolutiou,” the report says, ‘if 
enacted into law will be to reduce the balance 
in the treasury available for the payment of 
its current indebtedness and for the redemp- 
tion of legal tender notes to one hundred mil- 
lion. It makes no provision for replenishing 
the treasury when the available balance shall 
fall below the one hundred million. The ques- 
tion thus presented is whether, in view of the 
obligations and functions of the treasury as 
now defined by law, the proposed limitation 
on balances now held for meeting ‘liabilities 
payable on demand is prudent and safe, in 
view of the pledge of the United States to 
redeem all its indebtedness in coin or 
its equivalent. The undersigned believe that 
such limitation would be unwise, dangerous 
and at variance alike with tho experience of 
solvent nations and of sound financial institu- 
tions, The ordinary disbursements of the 
treasury may be roughly stated to amouné¢ to 
one million a day. To meet this disbursement 
it is necessary that a reasonable working bal- 
ance should be kept on hand, because at times 
the current expenditures largely exceed the 
daily receipts. Careful business firms usually 
carry a balance ¢qual to one month's disburse- 
ments. Measured by this standard,—and a 
lower one could not safely be adopted, because 
the secretary of the treasury has 
power to make temporary 
the working balance in the y 
should be about thirty million. -That this 
amount is not too large will be apparent from 
the fact that in the pension ohn alone 
drafts for ten million will be made on the first 
of March, and that the amount of probable 
payment under the arrears act cannot be fixed 
tor any specified date. ~ 

But besides the current expenditures pro- 
vided for by law, the United States has a 
totally distinct obligation to provide for a debt 


‘p®yable on demand in the shape of $346,681- 


S16 of legal tender notes. These notes form 
about one half of the paper currency, They 
copstitute tbe final means of payment between 
individuals and of settlement in all transac- 
tions of bnsiness. It is absolutely necessary, 
therefore, that the ability to redeem 

notes in coin should 
be all times assured . beyond 
peradventure. The only question is as to the 
amount of coin which will censtitate a reasoa- 


able and adequate reserve. To determine this 
puint we have no other guide then usage and 
experience. In the case of the gold and silver 
certificates, the treasury keeps dollar for 
dollar, but in the case of legal tender 
notes it has not been usual 
to have atanytimelin the treasury a re- 
serve in coin exceeding one-half of the whole 
issue of such notes When specie payments 
were resumed the bonds ofthe United States 
were sold soas to provide a fund amounting 
to $95.500,000 in gold for the purpose of assur- 
ing the redemption of notes which, as the 
law then§ provided, were‘to be reduced by can- 
eellation to $300,000.000. J 

It was certainly not considered safe to begin 
resumption with less than one-third reserve, 
and asa matter of fact, the available balance 
in the treasury amounted to over 40 per cent. 
At the present time, under the practice of the 
treasury «laimed to be in accordance with the 
bank act of 1882—$100,.000.009 in gold coin is 
set apart for the redemption of legal tender 
notes, being rather less than 29 
per cent. This reserve would 
be regarded by prudent bankers as the mini- 
mum amount in an easy money market, but if 
the financial prospect should be threatening. 
prudence would require that it should be en- 
‘arged and strengthered. The practice of the 
treasuly under becretary Sherman, who put 
the rctunpiion act in operation, was not 
io allow the reserve to fall below 
ig per cent, and all things considered this is 
probably the smallest amount consistent with 
absolute safety. Ifthis ratioshould be adopt- 
cd the amcouut of reserve in coin would be 
o35d,000,000, Adding this amount to the 
amount heretofore stated as a reasonable work- 

nye balance we bavethe sum of $168,000,000 
«Ss the minimum balance which the 
treasury should carry in ‘order to _ be 
in acondition of ease and safety. Any other 
ceLclusion is at variance with the lessons of 
experience and well established rules for the 
safe conduct of business. Another considera- 
ticn may be presented as a fatal argument 
ogaivst the reduction of the treasury balance 
to 3100,000,000 in coin, necessary’ at 
uli times to be kept for the redemption 
of legal tender notes. The ability of the spec. 
ulaters to rccduce this balance below 3100,009,- 
(CO by presenting demand notes for payment 
is obvious, and unless the expedient of replac- 
iby the amount by the sale of bonds be re- 
scitcd to, the money market can be so manip- 
ulated as to impair confidence and bring about 
ceneral Cisasier by which operators for a fal{ 
would reap an abundant profit at the 
expense of the legitimate business of the coun- 
try. Withina very recent period with the

ket, recommended that it be laid upon the 
tuble. They annex to this report the letter of 
the secretary of the treasury in reply to the 
inquiry of the committee as to the effect of 
the resolution, which wiil serve to show that 
the experience and judgment ofthe treasury 
dcpartment is altogether opposed to the pro- 
posed resolution.” 

‘The above report is signed by Mr. Hewitt, 
Messrs. Reed, Hiscock, Browne and McKinley, 
while agreeing with Mr. Hewitt that thejreso- 
ju'ion shouid not pass, differ as to some points 
cf his argument, and attach the following to 
his repert: “The undersigned deem that 
~700,000,000, at least, are needed as a suitable 
security for the redemption of legal 
tepcer notes, and think that the securities 
ought net to be impaired. They think also 
that a sufficient working reserve fur the busi- 
ness of the government ought also to be fre- 
tained in the treasury, in addition to the legal 
tendcr redemption fund. The resolution pro- 
pesed by the committee, in our opinion, ig- 
nores these conditions, and in our judgment 
will shake public contidence in the stability of 
our currency in such a way that saving of in- 
terest which the measure will cause, will be 
but a trifle compared with the injury threat- 
ened.” 

The letter of the secretary of the treasury 
attached to the report bears date February 13, 
and was published Tuesday 15th instant.

Will Hear Argument. 

WASHINGTON, February 23.—The ways and 
means committee today resolved to hear argu- 
ments upon the 12th of next month by manu- 
facturers or other persons interested in tariff 
revisiow.

Finally Mr, Breckenridge, 
of Kentucky, offered as a substitute for Mc- 
Kinley‘s motion a proposition limiting the time 
allowed for the hearing of all the arguments to 
March 12, and it was adopted, the republicans 
voting in the negative and the demociats, with 
the exception of one or two, voting in favor of 
the substitute. The republican members of 
the committee express dissatisfaction with the 
result, asserting that the time allowed for 
hearing is not sufficient to allow the representa- 
tives from the Pacific slope to get here.

BITTERLY ARRAIGNS 
FRENCH REPUBLIC. 


HE THE 


And Denounces Its Leadersas a Lot of Adventurers 
~His Protest Against the Expulsion of the 
Princes—The Excitement Created—The 
Probable Effect .of His Tirade, 


Paris, February 23.—Prince Jerome Napo- 
leon (plonplen) publishes a letter in which he 
protests against the -proposed proscription of 
the French princes, and insists that such treat- 
ment would be unfair. The Bonapartists, he 
declares, were the defenders of revolution. 
What the republic requires to increase its 
strength and prestige, he says, is a reform of 
its methods of government. The expulsion of 
the princes would tend to the destruction of 
the republic. Prince Napoleon also takes or- 
casion to criticize the manner in which the 
president is chosen. He says that the people 
should be allowed to elect their own chief 
magistrates, avd that the method which gives 
the power of selection to the national assem- 
bly should be abolished. 

The letter is addressed to the senate and 
‘chamber of deputies. It declares that the bill 
‘f expulsion against the princess is a revival of 
the loi des suspects. “It replaces,” says the 
writer, “justice by the police; it confounds the 
Napoleons, the friends of revolution, with the 
Lourbons, the enemies of revolution.” Prince 
Napoleon declares that he recognizes that 
the republic is the logical outcome of universal 
suffrage; “but.” he adds, “the present 
republic isa mere oligarchy. It exists by the 
prosecution of adventurers wasting the public 
money, and resulting in national isolation and 
public poverty.’ In conclasion the prince ex- 
claims: “If it be a crime for a lover of 
l'rance to speak out of her dangerthen, punish 
me.” 

The protest has thrilled Paris with genuine 
sensation. The newspapers are furious over 
it. They callit a “defiance,” and demaad 
the prince’s expulsion. 


REVIEWING CHURCHILL. 


The Lrish Regard Him as a Political Mounte- 
bank. 

LONDON, February 23.—In an interview to- 
Cay, Mr. Parnell said he did not attach seri- 
ous political importance to Lord Randolph 
Chuichill’s speech at Belfast. His visit to Ul- 
ster was likely to end insmoke. It was not 
generally kuown that the proportion of Cath- 
olics to Protestants in Ulster was 
as forty-nine to fifty-one. Churchill wasa 
most contemptible politician. He would have 
teken either side just as suited his purposes at 
the moment. He was virtually on the na- 
tional side and against the orangemen just 
before taking office. He was extremely un- 
pepular with the orangemen then. His mili- 
tunt orations may be summed in one worid, 
‘Talk!’ The orangemen don’t intend to 
fight. The last orayge demonstration in 
i Isters proved this. As soon as a few orange- 
men were pricked with bayonets by a hand- 
full of policemen all bolted. Churchill was 
no more violent than was to be expected. 

Mr. Sexton, in an interview, said the speech 
iendered Churchill impatient to affect English 
opinion. Churchill’s position on the Irish 
question was one of bad faith, Lverybody 
knew that if the elections had made Lord 
Salisbury independent of the orange members, 
Churchill would now have been engaged on a 
home rule bill. Churchill now appealed to 
the crangemen under the delusion that they 
would put the tories in power by winning Bri- 
tith sympathy. His speech showed ignorance 
of lrish politics as well as of hn- 
mon nature. Within living memory, 
ucn had been hanged for language not 
mere traitorious than Churchill’s, Within 
Sextcn’s own knowledge members of the league 
bead been sent to prison for life for using such 
language, Churchill was a political outlaw. 
It wes impossible for him to speak for the 
mesture leaders of the party. 

In an interview yesterday Mr. Chamberlain 
sxid that he felt it would be improper for him 
to discuss home rule before Gladstone had ma- 
tured and propounded his scheme. “My 
speeches on the subject,” he said, “we well 
know. Iseeno reason yet to abandon the 
views I have expressed in regard to home rule, 
although, possibly, later information might 
cause @ Slight modification of my views.” 

T. O'Connor, in an interview today, said 
‘Churchill failed to do his best for the nation- 
alists, and is now doing his best against them. 
With the folly arising from a shallow mind 
and absolute illiteracy, he attacks the most 
sacred Catholic belief, the confessional. His 
speeches appeal to the lowest form of bigotry. 
They will do the nationalists an immense 
amount of good.” 

Mr. Healey said he believed Churchill's 
speeches would excite the blood of the liberals 
and benefit the nationalists. “It is an at- 
tempt,’ he continued, “to drag the sixteenth 
century feuds into the political arena of today. 
The story of Churchill’s relations with the 
Parnellites is bosh. I never conversed with 
him longer than five minutes ata time in my 
life.” 

Mr. O'Brien said: “Churchill is serving us 
so hugely that I almostthink he is revenging 
himself on the crangemen who threatened to 
spoil his meeting at Liverpool a few months 
ago.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., February 23.—{Special.]

The Treasury Reserve. 

It does not matter whether the fund of 
$100,000, 000, held for the redemption of about 
$347,000,000 of greenbacks, is to be consid- 
ered a part of the treasury balance or sur- 
plus or not. The quibble over a word is of 
no moment, ind it matters little whether 
Secretary Manning includes it in his month- 
ly statements as a part of the treasury bal- 
ance. The money is in the treasury, and is 
available for any use congress sees fit to make 
of it. The policy of the treasury depart- 
ment in the past has been to keep in reserve 
40 per cent of the amount of the United 
States notes outstanding. This would require 
a surplus of about 140,000,000. At the be- 
ginning of President Cleveland’s term the 
sugplus had increased to $152,000,000, and 
Mr. Manning let the policy of accumulation 
go on tntil the balance stood at $209,255, 805, 
This was the balance on the first day of the 
present month. 

We are glad to sce that Mr. Manning has 
to some extent modified the policy of accu- 
mulation, and that he is issuing bond calls 
with commendable rapidity. He has just 
called for ten millions more of three per 
cents, making thirty millions in all called in 
since the first day of December. A call for 
twenty millions more will satisly the sink- 
ing fund, and will not bring the treasury 
balan¢ée down to the forty per cent standard. 
A few additional calls would lessen the in- 
terest. charge and still leave the treasury 
strong in surplus funds. 


The Blair Bill. 

About forty-nine per cent of the people of 
this state cannot read and write; only three 
per cent of the people of Iowa are iliterate 
to that extent. The illiteracy of Georgia is 
a result of the war, so far, at least, as the 
citizenship of colored people is concerned. 
The pension charge is also an incident of the 
war. The payment of pensions is legiti- 
mate ; the education in self-defense of con- 
gress-makers is also legitimate. Now, while 


Georgia is heavily taxed to pay pensions to 


the «x-soldiers of Iowa, why should not 
Towa be lightly taxed to educate the people 
that Iowa assisted in turning into citizens? 
Or rather, why should the people of Georgia 
object, under the'circumstances, to govern- 
ment aid in educating the great mass of il- 
literates that are entitled to all the rights of 


_ €itizenship wnder the fourteenth amend- 


ment’? 

This is eminently a practical question. 
The people of the southern states are wholl y 
equal tothe task of educating the white 
ebildren ; but the war left a burden in the 
colored children that the present resources of 
the south cannot fairly cope with. If we re-

any southern state is prepared to materially 
decrease its percentage of illiteracy?

Thg states will remain 
States with unimpaired powers, under the 
Blair bill. Senator Morgan, @f Alabams, 
would have us believe that it is a terrible 
bill~a bil! that will. endanfyer our liberties 
and the righis of the states; but Senator 
Morgan is wholly mistaken. It will do 
nothing of the kind. Jit-will go a long ways 
towards overcoming the percemtages of illit- 
eracy in the south, and at the end of eight 
years it will be termivated by its own terms, 
and the south will be handsomely advanced 
and benefitted, .with no resulting harm 
whatever. 


Hydrophobia Abolished. 

lor eenturies hydrophobia has terrorized 
the people of_every country. Madstones 
have been tried, and scientists have wrestled 
with the problem. l[ecently Pasteur has 
viven suffering humanity a hope, but his 
theory of inoculation is still regarded as au 
experiment, 

It is passing strange that during all these 
years of pain and terror the simplest remedy 
of al] has never been thought of. To Justice 
Patterson, of New York, belongs the proud 
distinction of annihilating rabies at one 
‘blow. He proposes no cure for hydrophobia; 
he simply abolishes the disease—wipes it 
out, as it were. In acase before the justice 
the other day a small boy applied tor an or- 
der to have a certain dog killed, for the rea- 
son that the said canine «as aforesaid did, 
upon a certain day, willfully and maliciously 
bite and chew suid boy on the calf of his 
left leg, there or thereabouts, causing the 
complainant to fear an attack of hydropho- 
bia, 

Instead of quoting the opinion of Justice 
McAdam to the effect that a licensed dog has 
a right to one bite before hecan be convicted 
of criminal] intent, Justiced’atterson rengler- 
etl his decision as follows: “There is no such 
thing as hydrophobia, and I cannot order the 
(log killed. You may go home and rest.as- 
sured that you will not have hydrophobia.”’ 

Now, as bench law is as good as any other 
law, it will be seen that this decision settles 
the matter. Hydrophobia has been solemn- 
ly abolished in New York, and if the result 
pans out satisfactorily the judges of other 
states cannot do better than to follow the 
precedent established by Justice Patterson. 
The world moves, and we are rapidly near- 
ing the time when the tail will wag the dog.

TOLD, 


The Potter Peopip Declare Jack Daniel to Have 
Made His Appearance in Their Midst as 4 
-< “‘SHog-Thief-The Murder of Wm. Potter 
—Part Played by Widow Rippey. 


LitTLeE Rock, Ark., February 23.—({Special.| 
Jackson M. Noles, of Cedar Glades, having read 
the recent story of Jack Daniel, the Yell county 
murderer, now a fugitive from justicein Jack- 
son county, Georgia, gives the following Story 
concerning the same events: 

The autumn of 1881 found this part of the 
country in perfect peace and harmony. The 
appearance of Jack Daniel, who stated that 
he was looking outa locality upon which 
he would plant his family as soon as he could 
go to Saline and convey it here, changed all to 
to aparchby. He rode around througli 
the country on a shaft wagon, pulled by an 
old horse. Heselected a place on Cedar Suck 
branch, which is about four mileg*in length. 
the valley of which is abouta half mile in 
width containing no land of fertile apperaauce, 
and in a mountainous desert, which is thirty 
miles in length and ten widé, possessing fine 
range for horses, cattle, hogs, ete. The bounds 
of this desert were daily crossed by the stock 
of the farmers who live near it. Jack soon re- 
turned to Saline county and immediately 
came back to Cedar Suck, aeeompanied by A. 
M. Ramsay and the Widow Rippy. They set 
about the improvement ofclaims. Jack erec- 
ted a rail pen which served him as a dwelling. 
About the same time one Blocker, a resident 
of Montgomery county. came and builta log 
hut onthe source of the branch, and moved 
his family into it. 

DR, EMORY PUT OUT OF THE WAY. 

In July, 1882, Dr, Emory moved near Jack’s 
claim, Jack sought means by which he might 
remove Dr. Emory, claiming that the doctor 
was interfering with hisclaim. Daniel wrote 
Dr. kmory a note, stating if be did not pay 
iim one hundred dollars for the claim that 
he would shoot an ounce ball through him be- 
fore sunset,:and_ also stated that he would kil! 
Mr. Potter because he believed = him 
to be concerned in the matter., Jack made 
turtle bait of Dr. Emorvy’s only milk cow, just 
after the threat, Dr. kmory did not remain 
long, but moved away in October following. It 
seems that Daniel and Blocker soon became 
intimate friends and seemed to be comfortably 
situated in regard to their affairs. The au- 
tumn of of Iss2 witnessed the appearance of 

gud Daniel (Jack’s brother Jim), who set npa 
very scanty abode near Jack’s residence. The 
three men soon became independent of the sur- 
rounding settlements as though they were mil- 
lionaires. 

CONCERNING THE (CLANS OF THE COUNTRY. 

The citizens of Yell county ask leave to con- 
tradict the out laws concerning clans ‘or 
cliques in this section. They boldly assert that 
no clan bas ever been Known to exist in their 
midst save the outlaw clan. They also say 
that if any citizen can be found in this 
country who will testify that he ever knew of 
the existenee of a clan here save the out law 
clan, that he shall havea one hundred dollar 
premium. The citizens of this section are con- 
scientious in all their dealings. 

COMMENCEMENT OF TROUBLE. 

In the winter of Iss2 the people found that 
their stock was being nightly stolen. William 
Potter, in passing through the desert, founda 
number of his hogs in Mr. Blocker’s possession. 
He also found a number of his friends’ hogs in 
Daniel's lot. The thieves had been for some- 
lime running meat wagous to the Hot Springs 
uiarket. but were not suspected of stealing it. 
Intense excitement raged through the 
trv. A number of citizens paid a visit to 
heg thieves, and only met with defiance 
insult. They woald not give up the hogs. 
Visitors returned to their homes, went «a sec- 
ond time, secured and brought theirown hone, 
leaving the thieves in great anver. 

THE ASSASSINATION OF POTTER. 

‘This led to the assassination of William Pot- 
ter, who was one ol owners of the 
stolen property. He was always 
industrious in providing sustenance for his 
family, which was alinost suffering from -pov- 
erty. Mr. Potter was a mau of honest toil, de- 
pendent upon his daily labor, and a man in 
whom all of his neighbors plaeed implicit con 
fidence. (ne bright April morning, in 
Mr: Potter caught his horse and went to his 
field as usual. He knew that Jack Daniel had 
malice against him because of the Emory clan, 
and the stolen property, anda slight stain of 
jealousy which arose between them in. winter 
of I=S1. because of the Widow Rippy. 

About 10 0’clock a. m.. the desperadoes ap- 
peared at the side of Mr. Potter’s field, secret- 
ed themselves in ambush, and when Mr. VPot- 
ter came near the fence they ordered him to 
come out. The deceased told them that he 
wanted to go to the house and see his wife and 
children. 

“You shall never see them again)’ said the 
outlaws: and as Mr. Potter started to cross the 
fence the fire of two guns was heard, and one 
hall entered Potter, pierced him through, and 
life was soon extinct. 

Immediately after the fire of the guns, Pot- 
ter began screaming from the the sting of 
death, and to his assistance ran his wife and 
eldest daughter. As Miss Rosey ranto her dy- 
ing father, she heard the assassins running 
across the creek which ran near the field. 
When Mrs, Potter appeared at the side of her 
dying husband, he commenced to relate the 
cirenmstance and said: 

‘Jack Daniel, Rile Blocker and Bud Daniels 
have killed me.” 

lle alsostated that they tried to draw him 
out into the woods. 

Mr. Potter could not protect himself, as he 
had no weapon, not even a pocket knife. Be- 
fore the out laws shot Potter they said: 

“We are going to kill you and Mr. Noles, 
the other owner of the stolen property.” 

So the deecased said on his dying bed. 
breathed his last in about one hour. 

SECRECY IN AMBUSH. 

(nm the day of the assassination the ont laws 
ecucealed themselves until the presumption 
arose that they would not be taken. The next 
day thereafter the roads were crowded by pur- 
suers, riding day and night—anxious to find 
the desperadoes. They scoured settlements 
and deserts, The outlaws lay concealed, slip- 
ping from friend to friend, reeeiving messages 
from every part they could, The terrifie strug- 
gles svon reached the ears of the governor, and 
he offered $500 reward each for their capture, 
After the ofter of the reward_had come out in- 
to all parts of the country, immense throngs 
of persons turned out. Times ran thus for the 
space of three months. when at last Mr. Block- 
er pulled loose from Jack and Jim, and went 
where his relatives lived, and there he was 
drawn in. This left religious Jack and Jim to 
dodge all the pursuers of the country, but their 
whereabouts were soon known. Mr. Blocker 
proved traitor and directed all the pursuers to 
one Coke’rs, eight miles east of Cedar Suck, 
whena large number poured in to arrest the 
desperadoes. 

THE PINE LOG BATTLE, 

(mn Sunday morning, July 29th, one sheriff 
With six men andtwo blood hounds started 
on their way toward Brushy mountain. They 
had not gone far when the hounds began to 
track some one who had justjgone along. 

“We'll soon have them, boys,” said the offi- 
cer 
After they bad gone six miles north, through 
the mountainous desert, the hounds stopped 
and gave signs that the game was close. 

“O, well, we'll soon bag our game, 
said the officer. 

At that moment the shrill report ofa Win- 
chester told'the whereabouts of the desperadoes 
The battle was hot for about five minutes, 
two persons being killed and one wounded. 
The outlaws were safe, from the fact. that 
they were concealed behind a huge pine log, 
the under side of which was chinked with 
stone, 
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ESCAPE OF THE DESPERADOES. 

The desperadoes escaped and ran .up aud 
over the summit, winding their way through 
the desert to some other portion of the coun- 
try. They have never been seen in this coun- 
try since. Immediately after the battle, the 
officers arrested John Coker and Mir. Flood 
and them to the ‘Yell county jail. 
A mob came burst the jail 


After the outlaws were 
(Jack’s wife) committed icide, theredy 
placing herself ontof all trouble. Mr. Ferger- 
sop, from north Arkansas, moved and bought 
out Jim’s claim, and was living near Mrs 
Daniel. She told him that she had been for 
some time hunting a pond in the branch in 
which she could put an end to her troablesome 
life, but could not find one deep enough. A 
day or so later, her eldest son saw her with «a 
bottle Fof laudanum. He took. it from her. 
Early next morning, all all the children were 
awakened by the report of a rifle. When 
they sprang from their beds and ran to their 
mother, she was holding the gun in her hands 
and the bal] had passed through her body. 

Soon after her death a man from (Georgia 
named Bennett came to this country and car- 
ried the children to their relatives in (eor- 
gia.

‘GOOD TIME” CLAIMED. 


A Decision Which May Empty a Penilen- 
tiary. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., February 25.—(Special.] 
Judge Reid gave an opinion on the celebrated 
petition for a writ of habeas corpus of lcd 
Johnson, convict. The decision involved the 
construction of the act of the legislature 
known as the “good time” law. This act pro- 
vides, In a general way, that if-the behavior 

' @ convict be vood, a certain amount 

time will be clipped from 

sentence, This act provided 
in one section that the laws should not 
effect until the expiration of the present | 
of the penitentiary, unless the lessees in writ- 
ing accepted its provisions, «In the last section 
the act provides that it shall go into eifect 
from the date of its passage. Judge Reid held 
that the former provision was abrogated by 
the latter: and that the convicts were entitled 
to good time from the date of the passage 
of the act; whether or not the 
lessees accepted the provisions of the act. 
Under this ruling Johnson was entitled to his 
freedom under the act, and accordingly walk- 
ed out of the courthouse a free man for the 
time being. Under this ruling it is estimated 
that there are 275 convicts who are entitled to 
their liberty immediately. It may be remark- 
ed, however, that the supreme court will to- 
morrow, in the case of George Bingham vs. 
the State, pass upon this good time act.

James Varnell,a Western and Atlantic Train Band, 


Ph Meets a Sudden end Horrible Degth—Wohifle 


Riding on Top of a Car « Wheel Bréaks 
and He Falis Under the Wheels. 


James Varnell, a trainkand on the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, met with a horrible, 
death early yesteggay morning. 

Varnell was killed one mile south of Chick. 
aimauga. . 

In addition to the instant death of the train- 
hand, the conductor and a passenger were in- 
The exact details of the accident have 
not been received in Atlanta, but from what 
Mr. Beardsly, the train dispatcher of the road, 
has ascertained, it seems that yesterday morn- 
ing, at five oclock and thirty-five minutes, 
freight train No.6 left Chattanooga for Atlanta. 
The train was moving in a half dozen sec- 
tions, and Varnell was with section E. The 
train was composed of twelve freight cars and 
a cab, and was under control of Conductor 
Jesse Varnel], a brother tothe trainhand 

" WHO WAS KILLED 
In the train was a box car, No. 5690, belong- 
ipg to the Chicago and Eastern Illinois rail- 
road, and it was this car which caused young 
Varnell’s death. 

Chickamauga is eleven miles south of Chat- 
tanooga, and one mile south of Chickamauga 
is a straight stret¢h of track on which the 
freight trains make a good lively lick. When 
section E stiuck this stretch yesterday morn- 
ing the engineer, Mr. Welsh, gave his engine 
the reins and the train went gliding along at 
a go0Od speed. Conductor Varnell was sitting 
in his caboose talking to Charles Whitsett, a 
Cincinnati Seuthern operator.

Whenthe 
car Which led the plunge down struck the 
ground those behind it came to a sudden halt, 
Conductor \Varne]l was thrown violently across 
his caboose, and the Cincinnati Southern oper 
ator was thrown against the stove. Neither 
knew what had happened. Itall came quick 
and was over with before either could think, 
but as soonas their var came to a standstill 
both men crawled out. Then for the first 
time both found that they were hurt. Con- 
ductor Varnell was so badly bruised and 
skaken up that he found it 

ALMOST IMPOSSIBLE TO WALK. 
Mr. Whitsett was badly crippled teo, 
found himself able to move about. 

Conductor Varnell knew that something seri- 
ous had occurred, and his first thought was of 
section of the same train which was follow- 
ing him. He knewthat unless that train was 
stopped in time it would run into his caboose, 
which had left the track entirely. He looked 
about for atrain hand to send back, but no 
livipg soul was near him except the Cincin- 
nati Southern operator. He then attempted 
to walk back on the track himself, but was 
unable todoso. Whitsett, who understood 
the situation, ofiered to run back and stop the 
approaching train. The morning was foggy 
aud before he had gone far section F 

CAME THUNDERING DOWN THE TRACK. 
Whitsett was unable to stop it, and in less than 
a minute after the engine passed him it dashed 
into the caboose of section Ek. Section F was 
drawn by engine 31, with Engineer I, J. Dunn 
in charge. Engineer Dunn and his fireman 
saw the caboose just before they went into it, 
and springing from their engine, escaped being 
hurt. When tho engine hit the caboose the 
crash was deafening, but it was all over in a 
second. Then the crew on section F began to 
look into the damage done. Up to this time it 
was not known thatJames Varnell had been 
killed.In looking about to ascertain the cause 
of the accident his 

BODY WAS FOUND ON THE TRACK 
badly cut up, but just what caused his death no 
one seems to know. It is presumed, however, 
that when the tirst cars plunged down the em- 
bankment Varnell was thrown from the car 
upon which he was riding, and falling upon the 
track was run over, 

In their investigation, the railroad men as- 
certained that just as the train went out of the 
cut on to the embankment a wheel in the rear 
truck of the Chicago and Eastern Illinois car 
bursted and lect the rearend of the car down. 
This made a dead weight for the engine to 
pull, and the train split in two. Then the Chi- 
cago and [astern Illinois car left the track, 
and as 

IT WENT DOWN THE EMBANKMENT, 
pulled the other cars with it. 

Engine 31, the engine which was drawing 
section I, struck the caboose with great force 
and was thrown over on its side. Then two or 
three carsin section F were broken up. 

The accident was telegraphed to headquar- 
ters in Atlanta, and a wrecking train was sent 
from Chattanooga to the wreck. The track 
was badly torn up and the removal of the 
wrecked train and the repairing of the track 
was at once commenced. 

The dead body was placed on a train and 
sent to Dalton. Conductor Varnell and the 
(yncinnati Southern operator went with it. 
Conductor Varnell was quite badly hurt, but 
nothing serious is apprehended. His brother’s 
remains were sent to Varnell station, on the 
East Tennessee, for burial. 

The accident occurred about seven o'clock, 
and the track was so blocked that no trains 
passed the place during the day. The road was 
clear, however, at dark last night.

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce.

CHICAGO, February 23—Ina general way the bulls 
had the big end of the game today, although they 
did not work especially hard to secure it. A little 
stiffer cables toned up the curb crowd, and they 
traded moderately in May at 55%c. On the main 
floor the first quotation was 555¢c, and advanced 
steadily to ‘6c, 
wheat by bakers, some buoyancy coming also from 
a decrease of 396,000 bushels in Chicago stocks, 
which was supposed to portend a sizeable decrease 
in the visible supply. New York telegrams report- 
ed that $610.000 in gold had been engaged for ship- 
ment to Europe. Around 86!4c there were some 
heavy sellers of long wheat, though had they 
waited longer they might have done better, as at 
12:25 o'clock May was selling at 865¢c. Prior to this, 
however, it had reacted from 86'<c down to 857¢c. 
Prices were not disposed to drop to any appreciable 
exient, and the shorts saw little hope for in the way 
of getting their property back at cheaper prices. 
For thete reasons general buying followed, and the 
market adyanced to 86,¢, The close was strong at 
l' clock at about these prices, In the afternoon May 
sold up to 8615-16c and closed at 86 11-16c. 

The torn crowd made rather more of a market 
than usual, but failed to substantially advance 
prices. 

Owing to heavy receipts at the yards the specu- 
lative market for manutactured hog products was 
easier and lower, but developed no especial features.

Captein Nelms and His Men Succeed in Arrestiag 
the Supposed Murderer After a Desperate 
Struggie—One of the Otheerg Bhot by 
the Desperate Man, Ete., Bic. 


James MecCoy,the supposed murderer of 
Deputy Marshal W. D. Kellett, is now safely 
confined in Fulton county jail. 

At the time this efficient and brave ofhcer 
was aseassinated, United States Marshal Nelms 
said he “would capture the murdererif he 
stayed above the ground,” and he has now;ful- 
filled that.promise. 

Ever since his efiort on Lookout mountain 
to arrest the perpetrators of this foul deed, the 
marshal has left no stone unturned to secure 
their arrest. 

To Deputy Marshal H.C. Garrison, one of 
the shrewdest and best men im the depart- 
ment was assigned the duty of ascertaining 
the whereabouts and watching the movements 
of James McCoy, and much credit is due the 
officer for the efliciency and 

UNTIRING ENERGY 
with which he has executed the trust imposed. 
Mr. Garrison worked the matter quietly ‘and 
when anything of interest developed report- 
ed to Marshal Nelms. When every- 
thing Wis realy he unfolded 
to the marshal everything, and 
Monday the marshal left Atlanta, accompanied 
by Deputy Marshals H. C. Garrison, lra Camp- 
bell, E. C. Murphy, M. W. Scott, D. G. Haines 
J. D. Wilkerson, and of the internal revenue 
service W. H. Chapman, W. W. Colquitt and J. 
P, Chisholm. The party arrived at Canton, in 
Cherokee county, about dark, where they were 
met by Deputy Marshal T. W. Kellogg. After 
a sumptuous supper at the latter gentleman’s 
home, the party mounted horses. provided by 
him, and he accompanied them to the McCoy 
settlement. 
ARRIVING THERE ABOUT MIDNIGHT. 

The party determined to make a thorough 
cearch of the premises of James McCoy’s father 
and brothers, where they had every reason to 
believe the former was concealed. On nearing 
the houses of Elijah McCoy and Sim McCoy, 
which are about two hundred yards apart, 
Marshal Nelms requested Revenue Agent 
Chapman to take W. W. Colquitt and Deputy 
Marshals Campbell and Garrison to. the sec- 
ond house and make search there, while 
he would takethe others and surround and 
make search at the house of Elijah McCoy. 
The houses being so near together that noise 
could be heard from one to the other easily, 
Chapman's party had to go upon a fast run to 
the second house to keep the alarm from being 
given there by the marshal’s party from the 
first house. The men worked carefally but 
rapidly. At the tirst house, the home of Elijah 
McCoy, Marshal Nelins and his men were not 
long in tinding out that some one was at home. 
Elijab and John MeCoy and Martin V. Crunley 
met the ofticers with drawn knives, and swore 
they would kill the first man who laid hands 
upon them: ‘This didn’t scare the officers to 
hurt, aud without much ceremony the three 
men were arrested. While,this performance 
was being enacted, a bloodier affair was taking 
place at the home of Jim McCoy. The four 
officers who had gone to the house surrounded 
it, and while Deputy Marshal Garrison was 
TRYING TO EFFECT AN ETRANCE 

door and holding a conversation 
with some one on the inside, 
Deputy Marshall Campbell walked 
toward asma!!] barn made of pine poles a few 
yards from the house. “When he reached it he 
discovered two men standing just behind ene 
corner. One of the men held a pistol in his 
hand, and thinking it might be some of his 
own party who ha: there without lis 

eeing them, he approached and asked: 

“Who is that?’ 

“T will show you, @ 
who held the pisto! raised 1t 
the officer, 

Mr. Chapman at once recognized the man as 
James McCoy, and raising his gun, told him to 
give in, or he would send bim to a land where 
corn juice was not used. MeCoy stepped back- 
ward, closely followed by the officer. The for- 
mer fell over a fence,.and the officer went over 
pell inell after him, both landingin the mid- 
dle ofthe read. In the fall Mr. Campbell 
dropped his gun and it. was discharged. While 
both were rising from the ground 

M COY ATTEMPTED TO SHOOT 
Campbell in the face with his pistol, but Camp- 
bell grasped the pistol in-his right hand, and 
as he did so the desperate moonshiner pulled 
the trigger and senta bullet through Camp- 
beil’s finger. Both men sprang for the gun 
which lay upon the ground, and Mi Coy got it, 
but Campbell prevented him from using 1t by 
closing In upon him and throwing him to the 
ground, The firing, together with 
the noise made by the scufile 
notified the men af the house 
that there was trouble in the camps, and they 
immediately ran to his assistance. When 
they reached the scene of conflict they found 
Campbell holding MeCoy on the ground with 
both bands clasped tightly around his threat. 
MeCoy's tongue was lolling out about three 
inches, and it looked as though he was ready 
to pass ‘in his checks, butthe instant assistance 
came and the officer loosed his hold, McCoy 
sprang to bisfeetand began knocking right 
and left. Themen closed in on him,and held 
him while Deputy Marshal Garrison put on 
the handcuffs. Even while being handcaffed 
McCoy caught Garrison’s thumb in his teeth 
and bit it severely. Hecursed, 

RAVED LIKE A MADMAN, 

and told the females to give the moonshiners’ 
alarm, so that they woul come and rescue bim. 
His pistol was picked up on the ground and is 
now in the possession o! Revenue Agent ¢ ‘aap- 
man. One chamber was discharged. The 
notoriety which this man has had for 
beipg a desperate character was fully 
sustained by his actions during the struggle to 

rrest him. He fought like a mad tiger, and 

he marshal and the posse with him agree that 
a party of four or five men could not have 
brought him out of that neighborhood, for in 
less than fifteen minutes six or eight men col- 
lected there...

DEFIANT TO THE LAST. 

Who the man with McCoy at the barn was, 
is not known, as he did not tarry long when 
the fight began. It is believed that it was 
Wylie, McCoy’s companion in sin. 

Upon reaching Canton, Flijah and Jolu 
McCoy were released. James McCoy aud 
Crunley were brought on to Atlanta, arriving 
here at noon yesterday. The two prisoners 
were carried to the marshal’s office. where 
they remained for about three hours. ‘There 
was an old warrant against Crunley for illicit 
distilling, but asit was more than four years 
old, the case was nolle prossed. McCoy’s ease 
will be heard before Commissioner Haicht, 
Thursday. He will attempt to give bond, and 
has sent for his relatives. 

HE WOULDN’T TALK. 

While McCoy was in the marshal’s oftice x 
CONSTITUTION mau asked him: 

“Why did you runaway and dodge the offi- 
cers if you are innocent?”’ 

“T didn’t careto be pulled up here, Y didn't 
kill Kellett and I will be able to prove it. I 
have been hounded down and caught and must 
make the best of it.’”’ 

McCoy is a tough looking customer, and has 
a mean wicked eye. Ilis face is covered with 
sandy beard about half an inch long. 

It must be remembered that Revenue Agents 
Chapman and Colquitt and Deputy Collector 
Chislom were not required by the department 
to make this trip, but in view of the difficulty 
in "aking the arrest gladly volunteered their 
services. Too much praise cannot be given 
Mr. Chapman and hisco-laborers. He isa 
brave and efficient officer and reflects credit 
upon the position he fills. Marshal Nelms 
lead the men like an old soldier. 


THE REWARD. 

When Deputy Marshal Kellett was killed, 
the goverment offered a reward of $500 and 
the governor of this state supplemented it with 
a reward of $250, for the apprehension and 
conviction of the murderers. The men know 
they have the right man, but the question of 


| reward is another thing. Revenue officers are

McCoy cannot be tried in the United Siates 
court for the murderof Mr. Kellett, but he 
will be given atrial in the superior court of 
the state.

THE STORY RETOLD, 

When Deputy Marshal Kellett was killed he 
bad in charge a man named Calvin Young, 
whor he had arrested and was taking to Val- 
ley Head. While crossing Lookont mountain, 
near Watt Ellison’s, at the ford of Little river, 
he wasshot through the ieft lung and killed. 
His hat was pierced by five buckshot and his 

ir was grazed. The ball which 

through his body was 
a 44-calibre rifle, showing that more 
than one shot had been fired. Kellett was for 
a number of years sheriff of Chattooga county, 
and was at the time of his death jailer of that 
county. Last July he was appointed marshal 
by Captain Nelms, and e a mostefiicient 
officer. He was true game and did not fear 
canger. 
FULFILLS HIS PROMISE. 

There is a most interesting story told about 
the two men. Ten years ago Kellett attempted 
to arrest McCoy, and in doing so shot McCoy 
in the arm. When the surgeon took the bul- 
let from McCoy’s arm McCoy said: ‘Doctor, 
give me that ball.’ Forten years McCoy kept 
the ball, and three months ago he showed it 
in a crowd of men on Lookout mountain, re- 
marking as he did so: ‘Boys, Bill Kellett put 
that ball into me ten years ago, and I will 
never die satisfied until I plant it back into his 
carcass, Thatis a wild country up there. 
The people raise nocrops, butin the ragged 
wilds of the mouniains, they hunt and sell 
what they kill tothe valley people for corn 
and the like. McCoy is a wonderful shot 
and the gun he used 
have now in wy possession is a breech 
loading rifle carrying a forty-four caliber car- 
tridge. It issaidthat McCoy is so expert in 
loadingfit that he could get three shots ata deer 
before the animal could get out of range. 
Thatis the sort of a marksman who was 
nursing his malice toward thé deputy marshal, 

THE TERROR OF HIS NEIGHBORHOOD, 
and it issaid heBhad put five men under 
ground. Such was the bloody boast ‘he had 
made to his neighbors prior.to the murder of 
Kellett.”
